He was to be torn 
with pincers, to have his right hand cut 
off, his body drawn and dismembered by 
four horses, and his limbs afterwards burn- 
ed. The sentence was literally executed. 
and by the eame decree all the Jesuits 
were expeiled the kingdom, and their 
property confiscated. 


The sentence of Gerard, the assassin of 


William, Prince of Orange was as follows: 


Tuat his right hand should be burned 


off with a red-hot iron. That his flesh 
should b_e torn from his bones, with pin- 
ceri?, in six different places. That he should 
be quartered and disemboweled alive. 
That his heart should be torn from his 
bosom and flung in his face. 
That he 


should have his head taken off. The fear- 
ful sentence was literally executed on the 
14th of July, the wretch supporting its 
horrors with astonishing fortitude. 
His 


lips were seen to move up to the time his 
heart was thrown in his face. "Then," 
said a looker-on, "he gave up the ghost."

Hearing Both Sides. 


The wealthiest church in Boston, prob- 


ably ii the " Old South," which worships 
in an edifice built before the revolutionary 
war, has two ministers, and supports a 
chapel for the poor. The pastors (both 
alike orthodox,) who are said to be on the 
best terms socially, are diametrically op- 
posed to each other on many of the im- 
portant practical questions. Dr. Bladgen, 
the senior, (whose wife is a sister of Wen- 
dell Phillips,) is a Virginian by birth, and 
an inveterate old fogy, who flouts at all 
the modern ideas of progress and reform, 
and for thirty years has been a steady 
apologist for slavery. 


Mr. Manning, the junior pastor, on the 


other hand, is a radical abolitionist of the 
John Brown type, and of course an active 
worker in reform. • Each of these preach- 
ers occupies the pulpit at stated times. 
When Dr. Bladgen preaches, the old fogies 
flock to the "sanctuary " for their spiritu- 
al food ; and when Mr. Manning is expect- 
ed to hold forth, the young people crowd 
the house, to hear one of the most eloquent 
at well as progressive ministers in the 
city. The salaries of the two are paid 
from a common fund, and if popular rumor 
does not speak false, this novel arrange- 
ment works without any uncomfortable 
friction. 


A remarkable illustration of the advan- 


tages arising from a double pastorate, is 
mentioned by a recent Boston paper. A 
few Mbbaths ago, Dr. Blagden, the sen- 
ior paitor of the " Old South," preached a

THE EXPLOSION AT MOBILE. 


Further Partlcmlari at tht Dliaiter. 


[Fran the KcihTfile Momlag Xem, May 20.] 
The truth of the matter as regards the 


cause of the accident will never bo known, 
for, of course, every one in or near the 
building was killed instantly. A man who 
left the building some ten minutes before 
the explosion took place, is said by rumor 
to have told of a man named Pat. 
, 


striking a match to light his pipe, being 
engaged at the time in either filling or re- 
moving powder from some shells stored in 
the ordnance depot. 


Another rumor has it that a shell—per- 


cussion shell—was let fall by some one and 
burst, and thus ignited the balance of the 
ammunition in the place. 


This is all supposition, and as no one 


can prove or dispute it, it will ever remain 
an unsettled question. 


As soon aa the explosion was heard, Ma- 


jor General Granger and Colonel Shipley 
repaired to the scene of destruction, where 
they remained, giving directions and see- 
ing them carried out. 


The General dispatched a messenger to 


Brigadier General Dennis, ordering him to 
detail all the soldiers in the city and vi- 
cinity, and to impress all the men found 
in tbe streets to aid in rescuing the wound- 
ed and staying the progress of the fire, and 
in twenty minutes an efficient body of 
men was on tbe ground. 


Prominent in the work of rescuing the 


poor unfortunates who were buried in the 
debris of the falling buildings, were, as 
usual, pur brave sailors and soldiers. We 
saw sailors rush through the fire and fall- 


driven from their opening, or doors bnrst 
from their hinges. 


j 
On Water street the loss oi property is 


i immense. Below St. Michael street doors 
and windows suffered most, but above there 
walls were rumbled about as though built 
of paper. A continued wreck meets the 
eye looking up this street, growing more 
confused and losing the semblance of 
buildings entirely as the vision nears the 
square nearest where stood the magazine. 


The warehouses and cotton sheds which 


lined the upper portions of Commerce 
street are now but a mass of ruins. Build- 
ings on the corners seem to suffer most, 
some of them being razed to within a few 
feet of the ground. 


The various 
offices and commission 


houses on Front street sustained compara- 
tively little damage on their river faces. 
Doors and windows were all smashed and 
broken in, but beyond this the injury done 
them was slight. 


Mayor Slough estimates the amount of 


cotton destroyed at from 8,000 to 10,000 
bales, 200 of which belonged to himself 
and 100 to Mr. Scheible. 
Nearly all the 


cotton destroyed belonged to private citi- 
zens, and was stored in lots of from five to 
500 bales. The destruction of this cotton 
will bring pecuniary trouble to a great 
many persons, as it was their only resource, 
with no insurance to cover it. The names 
of the parties losing it will be given as 
soon as ascertained. 
Some government 


cotton was also burned.

ing bricks as though they were proof 
against the accidents common to all men, 
and come out bearing in their arms some 
poor fellow, burned or crushed almost be- 
yond recognition as ahuman being. Num- 
bers of the sufferers were thus rescued be- 
fore tha details ordered by Gen. Granger 
arrived; after which each vied with the 
other who should brave the dangers of the 
devouring element. 


THE DEAD. 


We saw the bodies of Mr. McMahon, 


who was in charge of the carpenter work, 
of Capt. Foord, acting quartermaster, and 
the purser of the steamboat Laura— 
which vessel was lying on the marine 
ways opposite the city—who was killed 
while sitting at his desk, by either a piece 
of one of the numerous bheils which tilled 
the air in that neighborhood, or by a frag- 
ment of brick. Sir. McMahon was on one 
of the Bteamcra near the Planter's Press, 
on duty when killed. A sailor was killed 
by the explosion of a shell while working 
on the engine of one of the fire companies. 


A number of the bodies received are so 


burned and mutilated that recognition is 
impossible. Some of them are so blackened 
that it was with difficulty their friends and 
relatives could identify them, even whnn 
not disfigured by mutilation. 


The shrieks of the poor wives, daughters, 


and mothers, as a bedy would be borne out 
of the ruins, were heart-rending—each ex- 
pecting to find some loved one's mangled 
and blackened corpse. Several fainted, 
and were borne away on the stout arms of 
the tender-hearted soldiers present. 


It is estimated that the number killed 


will reach fully three hundred. When it 
is taken into consideration that nearly all 
the workshops, foundries, cotton presses, 
etc., which covered the vast area destroyed 
were employing quite a number of men, 
and from whom so far no accounts have 
been received, it will be seen that our esti- 
mate of two hundred will be below the 
proper figure. 


A grey-haired, venerable lady was weep- 


ing, broken-hearted, over what she sup- 
posed to be the remains of her boy, hav- 
ing, as she thought, recognized him by a 
ring on one of the fingers of his hand, when 
her Eon, powder-burnt and blackened, walk- 
ed up to her and raised her up, saying, 
"Mother, I'm not hurt!" The reaction was 
too great, and she swooned away. 
What 


was joy to her may bring eadness t<> some 
other loving heart. 


The bell on the guard-house tower rang 


put an alarm of fire as soon as the deafen- 
ing roar of the explosion had subsided a 
little, and the different engines were taken 
promptly near the scene of the conflagra- 
tion, but after getting within two or three 
blocks of the Planters' Press, the firemen 
heard a rumor of there being fifteen tons 
more of powder that would explode as soon 
as the fire reached it, and they faltered, 
and finally turned back, but on being as- 
sured by the mayor that such was not the 
case, and that the only danger to be ap- 
prehended was from the occasional burst- 
ing of a shell as the fire spread, they at 
once took up their positions and did gooc 
work toward extinguishing the flames. 


General Granger and Colonel Shipley 


made their way in the remains of a build- 
ing which had stood near the magizine, 
and found three horses, all alive and kick- 
ing, and without a single scratch. How 
they could have escaped being crushed by 
the walls und being completely buried, is 
a mystery. The General and Colonel 
Shipley brought the animals out and away 
from danger. 


No estimate can yet be formed of the 


amount of damage done the city in a pecu 
niary point of view. We have heard it 
variously estimated at from five to ten 
millions of dollars. That it is above five 
and even not much under ten millions 
seems the general opinion. Eight squares 
of large and costly buildings were com 
pletely demolished—scarcely one brick left 
upon another—besides the immense dam 
age done outside of this named space, which 
places this 
estimate, seemingly, 
low 


enough. 


The \vindoweofthe custom house on the 


north and east fronts were completely de 
molished—not a whole pane remaining 
With the exception of some portions of the 
plastering on the inside of the building be 
ing thrown, this was all the damage su 
tamed by this building. 


The proprietors estimate the damage i 


the Battle House at from ten to fifteen 
thousand dollars, confined principally tt 
breaking of all the sash in the windows on 
the north side fronting St. Francis street 
falling pt ceiling in a few of the rooms 
wrenching off of doors, and other sligh 
damages. 


Some smashed windows and a portion o 


the cornice on the nerth side of the thea 
tre broken off was the only damage donetc 
the theatre. - 


The Nats office shared the fate of al 


the buildings on Royal street, from Cont 
to the Mobile and Ohio Railroad depot, in 
having windows knocked out, glass strewn 
in small particles over the floors, partition 
thrown down, etc. This reporter wa 
thrown from his chair, half way across th 
room, and never ceased rolling until h 
reached the street, by way of a long fligh 
of stairs. 


The building was made a complet 


wreck inside, by the entrance of a pice 


iron, weighing about sixty pounds 


and soon after took fire and was complete- 
ly consumed. The mate tried to move her 
before she took fire, but failed. Captain 
Tucker was badly injured, and two negroes 
—a cabin boy and fireman—missing, sup- 
posed to be lost. 


The Kate Dale WSLS entirely destroyed. 


Only two of the crew were found missing. 
Officers all safe. 


A schooner loaded for New York, hav-

27th, 1804, to March 24th, 18C5, compris- 
ng 12,450 names—witli rank, company, 
regiment, .disease, date of death, and 
ilace of burial of each, The actual num- 
>er of those who died at Andersonville du- 
ring this time was 13,884, but of these 
|2_8 perished in the open camp, without 
'riends, letters, clothing, or anything else 
by which they could be identified. 


This important document was compiled 


secretly from the rebel hospital records, 
night by night, by the clerks—Union sol- 
diers—who had the care of them, and was 
smuggled through to our lines at Vieks- 
burg in a bag of mail. Certified as it is 
by the affidavits .of the clerks by whom it 
was transcribed, this record will be of great 
value in affording proof of the death of 
those whose names it bears, removing all 
doubts regarding the fate of the thousands 
of our brave boys who have fallen victims 
:o the inhuman and unparalleled barbari- 
:ies of the chivalric Southerners. These 
loubts, if not thus dispelled, would not on- 
!y_ have long harrassed the surviving 
friends of these martyrs, but have made it 
difficult, if not impossible, for them to pro- 
cure the pay and pensions earned by the 
sacrifice of life itself. 


This mortuary record is now being cop- 


ied into the book of the Hospital Directory 
of the Sanitary Commission in this city, 
which now contains over 700,000 names of 
soldiers, the sick and wounded of the West- 
tern armies, and wherejit may be consulted 
at all times by letter or personal applica- 
tion. 


What We Need. 


In an editorial under this title, the 


Louisville Journal says : 


We need live men with their faces 


turned towards the sunlight and their 
backs to the darkness, who are not moan- 
ing piteously and ever because they have 
been disturbed, and begging in broken ac- 
cents permission to crawl back into the 
solitude of the past. 


We want an earnest, confident, exultant, 


vehement organization of advancement, 
comprehensive enough to embrace all the 
difficulties that surround us and strong 
enough successfully to grapple with them. 
It is no time now for baiting, and half- 
heartedness, and doubt, and fear, and 
quivering lips, and blanched countenances, 
for confused counsels and succumbing to 
obstacles; for the whisperings of defeat, 
the rout and despair. 


We want an organized party of progress, 


wide awake, intelligent, tolerant, self reli- 
ant, to take Kentucky where she is to-day, 
standing as she docs, liko a noble giantess 
almost paralyzed by difficulties, and strug- 
gling to cast off her shackles, and disen- 
thrall :md place her on the high road to 
the expanding and glorious future, which 
we feel confident awaits her. 


Wo have the elements of this party, and 


we think they are in process of consolida- 
tion, of assuming shape and consistency, 
and of becoming such a power as will rap- 
idly push our noble State into tho front 
ranks of the most prosperous common- 
wealth of the West. 


Kentucky needs her forces organized 


and concentrated, in order to the develop- 
ment of her natural resources, and the 
promotion of her moral and material pros- 
perity. 


But manifestly this is impossible so long 


as her attention is distracted by the great 
political social question of slavery. 
Un- 


til this is forever set at rest, it will en- 
gross a large share of public attention.
